CHICO VOTES BONDS 
FOR ROAD MAKING 


An election of Chico Independent 
Road District No. 2 of Wise county, 
was held Saturday, May 21, to de­ 
term ine if bonds should be issued in 
the am ount of $150,000 for the con­ 
struction of roads aggregating tw en­ 
ty miles. 
The district voted for the 
bond issue overwhelmingly— 4 95 for 
and 92 against. 
About one-half of this road is des­ 
ignated as the thirty-ninth highway 
and will receive federal and state 
aid; 
the other half connects with 
the thirty-ninth highway at Chico, 
running through Park Springs to the 
Montague county line and connecting 
with the Colorado to the Gulf high­ 
way at Sunset.
